Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114.

In claim 8, line 5, ^including" is vague as to what it refers, and it is suggested in line 5 to 
insert - , said first head member- before "including" or the like; in line 19, "secured to the 
cutting head at a second end securing member" is vague and it seems that "at" should read ~by- 
or the like; in line 36,"it seems that -the- should be inserted before "second" for clarity; in

line 38, "the a" is vague, and it seems that "a" should be deleted.
